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ADVISORY ACTION 

The response, filed on 2/05/2004, under 37 CFR 1.116 in reply to the final 
rejection has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for 
allowance for the following reasons. 

Amendment to claim 1 if entered, to replace "G= NH 2 , SH, OH" with "G= NH-, -S- 
or-O-" , will Introduces new matter. Specification lends no support for this. Applicants 
are pointing to formula I and pages 10-21 but such a formula I is not in these pages. 

Again if the amendment were entered, 103 rejection over Wakabayashi et al. 
would remain for reasons of record. 

Applicants' argument to over come this rejection is not persuasive. Applicants 
assert that "substituted benzolactam" precludes the presence of nitrogen as required by 
the amendment / But a lactam ring by definition a cyclic ring with N-CO, thus has a 
nitrogen as part of the ring system. 

Hence this 103 rejection is proper and is maintained.
